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A NATIONAL RELIGION.
From the Capital-Commonweaith .

A portion of our religious people
have lately been agitating for an
amendment to the constitution of the
Uaited States recogunizing the exist-
ence of a supreme being, the creator of
the uniyerse and the ruler of nations.
In the same line, though differently
expressed, is the proposed amend-
ment offered sometime ago by Sena-
tor Blair, of New Hampshire, which
is printed herewith:

ARTIOLE,

Section 1. No state shall ever make or main-
tain soy law respecting an estsblishment of relig-
ion or prohibiting the free exercise thersof.

2. Eagh stste in this union shall estab-
lish and maintkin s system of free public schools
ldoqgl&e for the education of all the children liv-
i:;gx erein, betweon the agesef six and sixteen

:ﬁ?wm of fres public schools as ia hereln provid-

Bection 4. That congress shall enforce this
article by legislation whea necessary.

Without considering the first ques-
tion which a lawyer would ask about
the construction of these four sec-
tions—how it would be possible to
prevent the establishment of a relig-
ion and at the same time require the
establishment and maintenance of a
system of common schools in which a
religion shall be taught—the great
question of the people is—shall we
have a national religion?

It will, probably, be agreed that
teaching the principles of the Christ-
ian religion in the public schools
could be dome without interfering
with the teaching of religion by de-
nominations in the churches, but com-
mon observation is directly to the
contrary. What are the prineiples of
the christian religion, and where will
we go to find them laid down so plain-
ly as to be understood? Is it not a
fact that non-professors are better
agreed than are professors as to what
these principles are? And if that be
true, shall the non-professors be the
teachers? If not, whereshall we go
to find them, and could they agree
among themselves? Brefly, would
it be possible to secure unanimity in
this matter? ~And if not, would it be
wise to establish a rule of conseience
which any portion of the people do
not subseribe to?

It is true that definitions of the
principles of the christian religion as
given by any well meaning person
could be adopted and practiced with-
out injury to personal morals; but
that is not the issne. Has one man
the right to dictate to another man
his religion? And if not, have the
majerity a right to perseribe a nation-
al religion? 1If it be said that christ-
ian doctrine is only & high order of
morality, then why not use the words
principles of morality instead of
“principles of the christian religion
And if that language should be adopt-
ed, would it not be well to define
these words so that these people
would know just what is meant and
so that there should be po latitude
allowed teachers?

It will not do. Religion is saered
to its professors; but let them enjoy
what they desire in this matter, and
employ teachers of good character m
the publie schools; then public mor-
ality will not suffer, and the people
will take care of the prineiples of the
christian religion. There must not
be a national religion in this country.

The “Australian ballot swstem” js
the subject of several inquiries from
correspondents, and the plan is likely
l.mxt. winter to be before enough leg-
islataras, including that of this state,
to make its general knowledge im-
portant. The ballot system in foree
in this country does not gaurantee
secrecy, and it requires ballots to be
prepared by private or party enter-
prise and served at every poll. The
latter requisite makes it practically
impossible to run a candidate unless
he is backed by an organization large
enough or with money enough to have
& man at each polling place with his
ballots. Under the Australian 8ys-
tem the ballots are printed by the
state, and all eandidates nominated
at a certain time before election, ap-
pear on these ballots, and no other
can be used. Instead of having a
seperate ballot for each candidate. all
the candidates for one office are on
the same ballot, and each voter marks
his choice in & room by himself. The
result is that no one can know how he
votes, and in some election laws un-
der this system the voter is prohibit-
ed from telling how he voted, under
penalty, so as to relieve him from
pressure he might not be able to re-
sist. The practical result of the Aus-
tralian system is far more freedom of
action, collectively and individually,
for voters and greaterlopportunity for
intelligent voting. Inorder to run s
candidate an expensive organization
is not needed, and at the eleetion men
in the evil trade of buying votes ean
not tell whether the vote is delivered
and have no way of finding out.—
Norton Champion.

An exchange says: *“Labor is the
creation of wealth. Without labor
there can be no wealth. Why is it
that those who spend their time, who
lend their energies, who labor tobuild
the beautiful mansion, the palstial
residence may not oceuvy it when
completed? Why must they find
their shelter in the cheerless tene-
ment or more fortunately in the poor
man’s hut? Why is it that those who
spin and those who weave, those from
whose hands come the yarn, the rich
cloths, the costly silks and laces,
which cover and adorn the rich, must
they themselves dress in veriest cot-
ton or perchance go in rags! Why
18 it that those who labor receive
least, and those who never work re-
ceive most? There something
wrong. A solution of this problem
must be found. May it not be found
in the proper education and organi-
zation of labor. Itis a fact patent
that those who labor day in and day
out, month in and month out, year
after year, are by the force of circum-
stances compelled to look upon their
life, their very existence, in fact as an
absolute blank. There is no use to
deny the fact that the men who can
gorge or starve you at his will can
control your vote. Legislation is
therefore weak, at least to begin with.
The employer and not the employe
says what legislation shall be enacted.”
